4 BABE KILLED BY A DRUNKEN FATHER. 
«JEALOUSY AND WHISKY, 


1 most painful affair took place on Clinton 
dircet, near Jackson, yesterday afternoon, being 
the murder, as is alleged, of an infant child, by 
the hand of a drunken and jealous father. No 
examination officially into the matter is to take 
place until this morning, but we learu the main 
features of the case are as follows : 

The man, Alexander Mulholland, is an Irish- 
man, about thirty-five years of age, a sailor by | 


Clinton, near Jackson street, and occupying a 
portion of a two-story frame tenement. About 
two years and a half since he married a widow 
woman, also Irish, who had two children. The 
relations of the parties have not been of the 
happiest description, and at times Mulholland, 
who bas been addicted to drink, has indulged, 
Ne what reason we do not learn, in violent fits 
jealousy, 

Yesterday morning Mrs. Mulbollaod was de- 
livered of a fine healthy infant, a respectable 
midwife, a Mra, Au Adams, being ber atten- 
dant, Her husband seemed to manifest very lit- 
Ge of the usual feeling on an occasion so inter- 
esting, but broke out in a fit of rage averring 
that the child was not his, he was not “going 
to support any one’s d—d brat,” &c., 40. To- 
wards poon he had made free use of liquor and 
began to get ugly, conducting himself at the 
house in a manner to alarm and imperil the in- 
mates. 

About four o’cloek he entered the room where 
his sick wife lay, Mrs. Adams holding the sleep- 
ing infant on her lap. The drunken man rough- 
ly approached it, lifted the babe quickly with 
one hand, laid it on bis palm, and brought the 
other hand very heavily down upon its chest, 
saying, Ob, you d—d brat.” The females 
screamed and rushed to take the child, which he 
surrendered to them, the little sufferer gasping 
as if dying, Almost instantly th® wretchseized 
= glass of raw whisky and dashed in the babe’s 
face, saying “ there, take that you —.“ The 
child lived but a few minutes after the assault. 
The neighbors, who had been the witnesses 
of Mulholland’s violence earlier in the day, sent 
for the Police, and Officer Byrnes, ‘stationed at 
the adjoining railroad depot on Canal, corner of 
Van Buren street, came over and took Mulhol- 
laud into custody, and brought him down to 
the Armory, where he was put iu the cell, 

The appearance of the rooms when visited 
by our reporter yesterday afternoon, attest how 
worse than a brute a man and a father may be- 
come inspired by the demon drink. Broken 
chairs and furniture in apartments originally 
well furnished for persons of their class, were 
among the evidences of the condition of the 
poor, maddened wretch yesterday, who was an 
ugly capture for the officer, and resisted being 
taken dowu to the cell, by no means realizing 
apparently the serious crime charged upon 
him, 

Coroner James visited the place a little after 
the arrest of Mulholland, and made a short pre- 
liminary investigation, and adjournei a formal 
inquest until this morning, in order to give 
time for a post mortem examination, of the 
body of the child by Dr. Gore the County Phy- 
sician.

Tragie Fate of a Herse-Thiet. 

We learn from a gentleman named Hanee, 
who arrived in this city yesterday, that a horse- 
thief met a tragic and sudden end to his career, 
near Bloomington, McLean County, on Friday 
afternoon last, Mr. Hance resides in Decatur, 
Macon County. Two horses were stolen from 
that place on Tuesday of last week, for which 
an active quest was being made. 

Connected with the search for the missing 
horses, a Mr. Miller, of Decatur, had gone into

Tae New Ixspecrion oy Waeat.—The In- 
_ Speetors commenced this morning grading ac- 
| cording to the rules adopted by the Board of 
Trade about a week ago. On account of the 
amount of Oats in the new Spring Wheat, we

| expected. This created some dissatisfaction 
among receivers—many of whom had 


sold their Wheat to arrive; expecting it 
to grade No, 1.“ We trust that they 
fore they denounce the system as entirely 
wrong.

It creates 
confusion and bewilderment among those who 
do not Keep a constant eye on our market Au- 
other objection is the weight test—some aver- 
ving Shas country buyers will be induced to 
manufacture the second quality down to its 
lowest possible limit, by intermixing it with 
oats and screenings.
